And ſo he ſet it handſomly about the haunted couch. 

Now when that Venus and hir mate were met in bed togither 

Mir huſband by his newfound ſnare befoꝛe conuaped thither,

There Pan among the fayzpe clues that dawnced round togither 
In ſetting of his conning out foꝛ ſinging and foꝛ play

A farre vnequall match, wherot the T mole foꝛ iudge ſhould ſfand

From trees : and onc ly on his head an Oken garlond weares, 
Wlhereof the Acoꝛr es dangled downe about his hollow bzow, 
And loking on the God ofneate he ſayd: ye nede not now 
Totary longer foz pour iudge.

Vl hen in ſum hope of his returne this pꝛomis had hir ſet, 
He willd a ſhippe immediatly from harbꝛough to bee fet, 
And thꝛoughly rigged fo2 to be, that neither maaſt noz ſaple, 
Non tackling, no noz other thing ſhould faple. 
Which when Alcyone did beholde, as one whoſe hart miſgaue 
The happes at hand, ſhe qua akt ageine, and teares out guſhing dꝛaue. 
And ſtrepyning Ceyx in hir armes with pale and piteous loke, 
Poze wꝛetched foule;blr laſt farewell at length ſhe& ſadly toke, 
And ſwounded flat vppon the ground. Anon the watermen 
(As Ceyx ſought delayes and was in dowt to turne agen) 
Set hand to Oꝛes, ot which there were rowers on epther ſyde, 
And all at once with equall froke the ſwelling ſes deupde. 
She lifting vp hir watry eyes behilld hir huſband ſtand 
Uppon the hatches making ſignes by beckning with his hande : 8 
And ſher made ſignes to him ageine. And after that the land | 
Was farre remwoued from the ſhippe, and that the ſight began 
To be bnable to diſcerne the face of any man, 
As long as ere ſhe could ſhe lokt vppon the rowing kerle. 
And when ſher could no lenger time fo: vince ken it weele, 


Sher 
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hee loked ſill vppon the ſaples that Caſkcd with the wynd 

Uppon the maaſt.And when ſhee could the ſaples no longer ſynd 

Sher gat hir to hir emptye bed with (ad and ſozpe hart, 

And lapd hir downe.The chamber did renew afreſh hir ſmart 

And of hir bed did bzing to mynde the deere departed part. 
From harbꝛough now they quyght were gone: now a pleaſant gale 
Did blowe. The mayſter made his men their Oꝛes aſyde to hale, 

And hoyled vp the toppeſayle on the hygheſt of the maaſf, 

And clapt on all his other ſaples bycauſe no wpnd ſhonld waaſt. 

Scarce full tone halt᷑, (oꝛ ſure not much aboue)the ſhippe had ronne 

Uppon the ſea and cuerp way the land did farre them ſhonne, 

When toward nyght the wallowing waues began to waren whpght, 

And eke the heady eaſterne wpnd did blow with greater mpght : 

Anon the Payſter cryed ſtryke the toppeſaple,let the mapne 

Sheate ſlye and fardle it tw the yard, Thus ſpake he, but in vapne. 

Fo: why ſo hideous was the ſtoꝛme vppon the ſodeine bzayd, 

That not a man was able there to hre what other ſapd. 

And lowd the ſea with meettng waues extremly raging roꝛes. 

Pit fell they to it of themſelues, Sum haalde aſyde the Dzes : 

Sum lenſed in the Gallyes ſydes, ſum downe the ſayleclothes rend: 

Sum pump the water out, and ſea to ſea ageine do ſend. 

Another hales the ſapleyardes downe. And while they did eche thing 

Diſoꝛderlp, the ſtoꝛme increaſt, and from eche quarter fling 

The winds with deadly fode,and bounce the raging waues togither, 

The Pilot being ſoze diſmayd ſayth playne, he knowes not whither 

To wynd him elt, no what to do oz bid noz in what ſkate 

Things ſtod. So howge the miſchef was, and did ſo ouermate 

All arte. Foz whp of ratling ropes,of crying men and boyes, 

Of fluſhing waues and thundzing ayze,confuſed was the noyſe, 

The ſurges mounting vp aloft did ſeme ta mate the ſkye, 

And with their ſpꝛinckling foz to wet the clowdes that hang on hye. 

One whple the ſea,when from the bzink it rayſd the yellow ſand, 

Was like in colour to the ſame. Another whple did ſtand 

A colour on it blacker than the Lake of Styx. Anon 

It lyeth playne and lometh whyght with ſerthing froth thereon, 

And with the ſea the Trachin ſhippe ap alteration toke. 

One whyle as from a mountapnes toppe ſ&med downe to loke 

To vallepes and the depth ol hell. Another whple beſet 

With ſwelling ſurges round about which n&re 22 * 0 
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It loked from the bottom of the whozlepole vp aloft 

As if it were from hell to heauen. A hidedus fluſhing oft 

The waues did make in beating full againſt the Gallyes ſpde, 
The Gallpe being ſtriken gaue as Ct ſound that tyde 


As did ſumtyme the Battellramb of ſterle, oꝛ now the Gonne 

In making battrye to a towꝛe. And as/feerce Lyons ronne 

Full bꝛiſt with all their fozce ageinſt the armed men that ſtand 

In oꝛder bent to kerpe them of with weapons in their hand: 

ECuen ſo as often as the waues by foꝛce of wynd did raue, | 
Do oft vppon the netting of the ſhippe mapnelp d2aue, | 

And mounted farre aboue the lame. Anon of fell the hopes: | 

And haning walht the pitch awap, the ſea made open lopes 

Tg let the deadly water in. Behold the tlowdes did melt, 

Ind ſhowers large came poꝛing downe. The ſeamen that them felt 

Myght thynke that all the heauen had falne vpon them that ſame 

And that the ſwelling ſea like wyſe aboue the heauen would clyme. 

Che ſayles were thꝛoughly wet with ſhowers. and w the heauenly raine 

Was mirt the waters of the ſea no lyghts at all remayne 

Or ſunne, oꝛ mone, oz ſtarres in The darkneſſe of the ny 

Augmented with the dzeadfull fozme,takes dowble pow2e and 

Howb&t the flaſſhing lightnings oft do put the ſame to flpght, 

And with their glarmetng now and then do gine a ſodeine lyght. 

The lightning fets the waues on fire. Aboue the netting ſuippe 

The waues, and with a violent foꝛce dolyght within the ſhippe. 

And as a ſouldper ſtowter than the reſt of all his band 

Chat oft aſſayles a citie walles defended well by hand, 

At length atte ines his hope, and fo2 to purchaſe pzayſe withall 

Alone among a thouſand men getts vp vppon the wall: 

So when the lofty wanes had long the Gallyes ſydes aſſayd, 

At length the tenth wane ryſing vp with howger foꝛce and bzayd, 

Did neuer ceaſe aſſaulting of the weery ſhippe, till that | 

Uppon the hatches like a fo vicoztoufly it gat. 

A part thereof did ffill as pit aſſault the ſhippe without, 

And part had gotten in. The men all trembling ran about, 

As in a Citie commes to paſſe,when ofthe enmyes ſum 

Dig downe the walles without, and ſum already in are tome. 

All arte and comming was tw ſ&ke.Theyz harts and fomackes fayle: 

A d loke how mary furges came they? veſſell to aſſaple, | 

Do many deathes did feeme tw charge and bꝛeake vppon them all, 
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One weepes : another ſtands amazde: the third them bliſt doth call 
Whom burpall doth remayne. To God another makes his vow, 
And holding vp his handes to heauen the which hee ſees not now, 
Doth pꝛap in vapne foz help. The thought of this man is vppon 
His bother and his parents whom he cleerely hath foꝛgone. 
Another calles his houſe and wyfe and childꝛen vnto mynd, 
And euery man in generall the things he left behynd. 
Alcyone moueth Ceyx hart. Jn Ceyx mouth is none 
But onely one Alcyone. Af» though ſhee were alone 
Che wyght that he deſyꝛed moſt, yit was he very glad 
Sher was not there. Tw Trachinward to loke deſire he had, 
And homeward fapne he would haue turnd his eyes which neuer moꝛe 
Should ſc the land.

And in his lither hand he hilld a pot ol wpne. Whom when | 
That Phorbas ſaw(although in vayne not medling with them, then 
He ſet his fingars to the thong: and ſaping thou ſhalt dzink 
The wpne with water taken from the Stygian fountapnes bzink, 

Ve thꝛew his dart at him. The dart (as he that time by chaunce 
L ap bolt vpzight vpon his backe did though his thꝛoteboll glaunce. 
He dyde and felt no payne at all. The blacke ſwart blood guſht out, 
And on the bed and in the potte fell fluſhing like a ſpout, 

I (ſaw Petreius go about to pull out of the ground, 

An Onken tree. But as he had his armes about it round,

Tc eadlong downe, and with 
Hts hologeneſſe bzake the greatef Aſh that was in all the frith, | 
And goard his guts vppon þ ſtump. To wzeake his death comes Phare, 
And from the mount a mightie rocke with bothe his handes he tare: 
Wlhich as he was about to thꝛowe, Duke Theſecus did pꝛeuent, 
And with an Dken plant vppon his mighty elbswe lent 
Him ſuch a blowe, as that he bzake the bones, and paſt no further.

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An old long Ppnetre rated faſt he ſtraue with all his myght 
To pluck vp whole bothe trunk + rote. which when he could not being 
To "aſſe,he bzake t of,and at bis enmpye did it fling. 
But Theſeus by of heauenly Pallas (ſo 
He would haue folk belene it were) ſtart backe a great wap fro 
The weapon as it came. Vit fell it not without ſome harme 
It cut from Crantors leftſpde bulk, his ſhoulder, bꝛeſt, and arme.

The authoꝛ cauſed men belerue the matter to bee ſo,

That by ſo many foes one knight was killd without releef. 

Then ccalt wee not tu wꝛeake our tene till moſt were ſlaine in fyght, 

And that the reſt diſcomfited were ficd away by nyght. 
As Neſtor all the pꝛoceſſe of this battell did rcherce 
Betwerne the valeant Lapiches and miThapen Centawres feree, 

Tlepolemus dilpleaſed ſs2c that Hercules was paſt 

lith ſilence, eduld not hold his peace, but out theis woꝛdes did call;

Fo: often vnto mee himſelf was wonted to recyte, * 
Hou that the clowdbzed falk by him were chefly put tw ſiyght | 
Right ſadly Neſtor anfwerd thus. Why ſhould you m conkreyne

The ſoꝛrowes now outwoꝛne by tyme ! oz fozce mi to declare 
The hatred and diſpleaſure which J to pour father bare: | 
In ſoth his dings greater were than mpght beer well beleeued, 
He fild the woꝛld with high renowme which nobly he atchened, 
Thich thing J would J cond denye.
